TOKYO, Jan, 30.—A vigorous ex- 
pression of Japan's “vital concern” 
for the peace of eastern Asia in the 
form of positive Sino-Japanese co- 
operation was heralded yesterday 
in leading Japanese newspapers. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek 
of the Chinese Nationalist govern- 
ment at Nanking will seek Japan- 


ese aid against China’s Communist 
armies, the newspapers said, and 


the collaboration thus initiated will) 


result finally in the ousting of wes- 
tern influences from China. 


HIROTA POLICY

inter Koki Hirota, who last week | 
told the Diet he fervently hoped | 


“China will awake to realization of 


the whole situation of east Asia; 


and undertake to meet the genuine 
aspirations of our country.” 

The report, however, was insis- 
tently denied. 

Most startling exposition of the 
new Chinese policy was that printed 
in the newspaper Nichi Nichi—an 
exposition the foreign o..ice spokes- 
man declared “So fantastic I decline 
to comment on it.” 


JAPAN'S OFFER 

Nichi Nichi said Japan, if Nank- 
ing accepts her leadership in inter- 
national affairs and guarantees ces- 
sation of anti-Japanese movements 
such as commercial boycotts, is will- 
ing: 

1.—To exchange ambassadors in- 
stead of ministers with China. 

2.—Sign an agreement with China 
similar to the Japanese - Man- 
chukuoan protocol under which 
Japan assumes responsibility for 
Manchukuo's defence. 

3.—Conclude a separate treaty 
with China nuilifying the nine- 
power and other treaties to which 
other powers are parties. 

4.—Furnish China a military ad- 
viser, this, however, only if China 
dismisses Europeans now serving 
the Nanking and provincial govern- 
ments. 

5—Establish a permanent de- 
militarized zone in north China. 

6.—Assist China to secede from 
the League of Nations, in further- 
ance of abandonment of her policy 
of obtaining help from America 
and Europe. 

Despite the official repudiations 
of the purported new Chinese 
policy, non-Japanese observers 
considered it an accurate expres- 
sion of the desires of the extreme 
Imperialists and militarists who 
strongly influence the Tokio gov- 
ernment.

TO PROVINCES 


Disappointment in New 
Bill is General—May 
Never Become Law

day or the reform program in gen- 
eral or in detail, discussed. 

In the matter of employment 
agencies the Federal government | 
pays to the provinc®s $150,000 a/ 
year to be distributed amongst 
them towards the maintenance of 
employment agencies. Under the 
new plan the Federal authorities 
will establish its own chain of ag- 
encies and will use the money now 
paid to the provinces. 

Respecting the $2,000 limitation 
little complaint is heard on that 
score, save uncertainty as to the 
man paying into the fund for years 
and then getting his pay increased 
over $2,000. The intent of the gov- 
ernment scheme is said to be that 
the money will be returned in such 
case with interest at 3 per cent and 
the recommendation that it be in- 
vested in a government annuity. 

For the $2,000 and up class the 
government annuity scheme is to 
be advanced, so that by contribu- 
tions a worker may ensure an an- 
nuity in later years, The maximum 
annuity which may be purchased, 
either outright or on instalments, 
is $1,200 a year. 

The unemployment insurance 
scheme is compulsory in the classes | 
coming within its scope. The em- 
ployer pays over 50 cents a week to 
the government for each employee. 
The worker has no option, 25 cents 
of this money being deducted from 
his wages before he gets them 

The barring of domestics from the 
provisions of the act brings no com- 
ment in official quarters save that

WEDNESDAY, 
THE APPEAL TO OTTAWA 


The Mayors of western cities and towns are 
not communists, nor socialists, nor temperamen- 
tal radicals, nor debt-dodgers. They are normal 
Canadian citizens, brought up—like the rest of 
us—on the gold standard, who believe that con- 
tracts should be kept and that honorable deal- 
ing is both sound principle and sound policy. 

Being normal, they also recognize that what 
should be done is always conditional upon what 
can be done, that the obligation to pay pre- 
sumes the ability to pay, and that when the 
ability has vanished the obligation of necessity 
fails. They know that in the cases of many 
thousands of municipal taxpayers the ability 
to pay has vanished completely, and that in 
thousands of other cases it has dwindled to a 
fraction, leaving the municipalities with no 
alternative but to seek a substantial reduction 
of their debt obligations or go into bankruptcy, 
and that this choice is facing particularly and 
very directly most if not all the larger cities in 
these western provinces. 

When therefore the Mayors urge, as they 
did at Calgary, that a general refunding scheme 
for western municipal debts is an urgent 
necessity, and that the Dominion should further 
relieve these local bodies by assuming the entire 
cost of unemployment relief, they speak as 
responsible men who know the gravity of the 
situation and are asking for these easements 
because they do not see any other way to 
stabilize municipal finances, 

That they speak also with the strong ap- 
proval of the taxpayers whom they represent 
is beyond any question. Nor is there any 
room for doubt that the provincial authori- 
ties, from whom the municipalities derive 
their powers, recognize the seriousness of 
their position and the absence of any other 
means by which to restore solvency. 

The appeal to the Dominion authority, for 
that is what it amounts to, may be taken as an 
all but unanimous appeal from the entire body 
of urban councils and provincial legislatures 
in the four western provinces, representing 
more than half the area and nearly one-third 
of the population of the Dominion. For, while 


both cities and provinces have to look in these 
times for financial support, and it is doubtful 
if without federal action the proposed general 
refunding scheme could be put through, while 
with Ottawa, of course, rests the answer as to 
whether it will assume responsibility for un- 
employment relief costs. 

Parliament is now in session, and will in 
due time have to consider what is to be done 
in respect to relief during the coming year, as 
also what is to be done to assist the provinces 
and cities in their financing operations. The 
Prime Minister has declared for a policy of re- 
form aimed at the betterment of economic con- 
ditions. There are few places where reform is 
more needed than in the scaling down of the 
impossible debt burdens bearing upon the mun- 
icipalities, and in the relief of their treasuries 
from the drain of unemployment relief, and 
few places where the program could more ap- 
propriately or more effectively start to operate. 

Canada is a collection of communities. The 
country cannot be prosperous while these are 
staggering under loads of debt charges which 
prevent them carrying on the usual services 
and keeping up any schedule of improvements 
or replacements such as ordinarily provide em- 
ployment for considerable numbers of their 
residents, and which if neglected will have to 
be made up by heavy expenditures in days to 
come. 

Aside altogether from the reasonable con- 
tention that refunding is called for as a matter 
of fairness between the borrower and the 
lender, and that nation-wide unemployment is 
essentially a matter of national concern, the 
Mayors declare that refunding is the alternative 
to an epidemic of municipal bankruptcies, and 
that the local units can no longer meet the re- 
lief costs imposed upon them 

‘Had they spoken otherwise the Mayors 
would have broken faith with their taxpayers 
and been guilty of deception. 


THE FURIOUS ONES 

The ‘London Stock Exchange is both shock- 
ed and peeved. That self-assured association of 
bond-dealers undertook to bully the elty coun- 
cil of Vancouver into abandoning its plans to 
bring about a reduction in its bond-interest 
rates, Either the meeting called for Feb. 11th 
to discuss interest rates must be called off, or 
the Exchange would wipe Vancouver off its 
trading board and stop dealing in its bonds. 

Naturally, Vancouver's Mayor being Mr G 
G. McGeer, the bluff was promptly called, and 
the Exchange told to follow its own sweet will. 
Whereupon the huffy brokers procecded to 


strike the name of that unmentionable city from 
their board, leaving any British holders of Van- 
couver bonds to market them where they can, 
Seeing that Vancouver hasn't sold any bonds in 
London since the war and isn't trying to sell 
any there, the British bond-holder, if any, is 
the “goat” in this little display of impotent fury 
on the part of the London Stock Exchange. 

It is probably hard for bond-brokers, and 
perhaps also for bond-holders, to realize that 
the day of their domination is drawing to a 
swift and early close. They have so long been 
used to telling city councils and taxpayers 
what they must do to be saved it must be hard 
to realize that this highly profitable type of 
dictatorship is nearing its end. 

But, whether they like it or not, such is the 
case. Canadian municipalities, when the grip 
of private money-control is broken, will no 
longer have to hawk their bonds at the ends 
of the earth, sign “sacred” contracts which they 
can't keep in times of depression, and take or- 
ders from the presiding elders of stock ex- 
changes. They will then get interest-free money 
for capital improvements from Canada's public- 
owned central bank, leaving private capital to 
seek investments in business, which is its legi- 
timate field, and the only field in which it 
should be employed. 

If the London Stock Exchange feels like 
holding up its hands in holy horror at this pros- 
pect, it may as well get them up now.

“It thus repudiates the doctrine of paci- 
fism—born of a renunciation of the struggle 
and an act of cowardice in the face of 
sacrifice. ; 

“War alone brings up to its highest ten- 
sion all human energy, and puts the stamp 
of nobility upon the peoples who have the 
courage to meet it. 

“Fascism repudiates any universal em- 
brace, and in order to live worthily in the 
community of civilized peoples watches its 
contemporaries with vigilant eyes .. .” 

It’s a pity that John Dillinger and “Baby 
Face’ Nelson aren’t here to express approval 
of the philosophy by which they lived—and 
died.

An American medical professor—Dean W. F, 
Gidley of Texas university—has recently col- 
lected a list of 176 phobias that people are 
known to suffer from.

“anemophobia” or fear of winds and drafts.

“hylephobia” or fear of material things. 
“Monophobia” or fear of being left alone, 
affects many people. They are all listed, 
“orphidiophobia” or fear of snakes, and other 
phobias which indicate dread of high altitude, 
cats, pain, blood, crowds, children, negroes, 
filth, fire, railroads, etc. There are even people

“Peace hath its victories, no less renowned 
than war,” declares one of our poets. But peace 
has many a victory that never knows renown.

Sacks were 
used to make Jeg coverings for the woman. He 
took off his windbreaker to protect the woman's 
body from the piercing cold and set out on a 15 
mile tramp to the nearest town, Leading his 
horse with the woman in the saddle holding 
her babysto her breast inside the warm coat, 
he carried the elder child inside his own shirt, 
and dragged the poor lunatic behind his sad- 
dle girth.

Acidosis Most Common 
In Winter 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Acidosis is probably one of the most com- 
mon, complaints in America today. Yet that 
type of acidosis which is caused by eating too 
much of the acid-producing foods and not 
enough of the alkaline-producing foods is 
quickly curable by diet. In fact, diet is more 


valuable than any other 
treatment in permanently 
overcoming acidosis. 

Many people do not 
understand exactly what is 
meant by acidosis. They be- 
lieve that this means that the 
blood is acid, which is a mis- 
taken idea. During health 
the blood and tissues of the 
body are always faintly alka- 
line. What occurs when we 
say a patient has acidosis is 
simply that the body is for a time less alkaline 
than it should be during health, Whether the 
tissues are to be alkaline or acid depends upon 
the type of food eaten. The acid-forming foods 
are those which leave an acid ash in the body 
after being burned; the alkaline forming foods 
are those which leave an alkaline ash. There is 
no way you can tell by the way a food tastes 
whether it is acid or not. For example, oranges 
may have an acid taste in the mouth, yet they 
are one of the finest alkaline foods. The same 
is true of tomatoes. 

Acidosis may be accompanied by vague 
aches and pains through the muscles and the 
liquid elimination from the kidneys becomes

, highly acid. Acidosis is usually followed by 


such symptoms as headache, tiredness, gas, con- 
stipation, cold sores, sour stomach, paleness of 
the complexion, listless feeling and lack of 
appetite. Acidosis is a serious problem in that 
it may be produced without one being aware 
of it. Acidosis is almost always found in such 
diseases as tuberculosis, rheumatism, nephritis, 
heart trouble, hardening of the arteries, high 
blood pressure, catarrh, pyorrhea, etc. 

It is possible to easily overcome acidosis by 
eating foods which have an alkaline reaction in 
the body and avoiding foods which are acid- 
forming. A very good prescription for acidosis 
is simply this: “Eat more fruit.” Many people 
do not understand that the acid fruits produce 
an alkaline reaction in the body. Oranges, 
grapefruit and lemons are really valuable in 
overcoming acidosis. One can make the blood 
satisfactorily alkaline by living on these fruits 
exclusively for a time. The vegetables are also 
alkaline-forming. If you suspect acidosis, you 
should immediately make a correction in your 
diet as the body’s first line of defense against 
infectious and deficiency diseases is the alka- 
linity of its blood. , 

The trouble with most diets is that they con- 
tain too many of the acid ash foods and not 
enough of the alkaline ash foods. To correct 
this one should eat probably twice as many of 
the alkaline ash foods to balance the others. As 
far as we know it is not possible to eat too 
many alkaline-forming foods, while it is very 
easy to eat too many of the acid-forming foods.

A Day in Canadian History 
On this date in 1912 there died 
in England Lord Stanmore, who, 
as Sir Arthur Hamilton Gordon 
had been Lieutenant-Governor of 
New Brunswick, 1861-66. When 
he first arrived at Fredericton he 
Was opposed to any union of New 
Brunswick with the Province of 
Canada, but under pressure from 
London and in obedience to the 
instructions of the Colonial Office 
he reversed his attitude and fin- 
ally did all that he constitution- 
ally could to urge the legislature 
to adopt the resolutions of the 
Quebec conference and naming 
delegates to the Westminster 
Palace hotel conference in 1866.

IMPOSSIBILITY OF INTEREST

His son thinking it not worth 
while claiming it, forgot to tell 
his own son about it, the question 
therefore arises what would be 
the amount of the accumulated 
interest if a direct descendant of 
the Norman soldier put in a claim 
for it at the present time? Those 
who have a liking for figures will 
find it both interesting and in- 
structive to work it out for them- 
selves, the answer given by the 
magazine writer is almost unbe- 
lievable, he states that if the 
earth itself was made of solid gold 
it would not suffice to pay the 5 
per cent compound interest on 


I may say at the time I read 
the article I was more taken up 
with the mathematical aspect of 
it than I was with the seriousness 
of its implication but the hard 
and difficult times we are under- 
going has made me realize that 
this interest (wages of money) 
has been an enormous factor in 
bringing about the depression 
with its resultant suffering to hu- 
man.ty 

So if we can find some way to 
solve this interest problem suc- 
cessfully, we shall have made a 
great step fotward to that secur- 
ity and welfare which every cit- 
izen of this country has a right 
to expect. , 

For a start I might suggest that 
in future loans compound interest 
and all simple interest over 2% 
per cent should be declared illegal 


and therefore uncollectable and 
also some arrangement come to 
whereby interest on past loans 
and especially those with a high 
rate of interest should be consid- 
erably reduced.

Dried Fruits Are a 
Very Tasty Economy

If your family is in the least like 
mine you have to keep a dish of 
stewed dried fruits in the ice box 
almost all the time to meet de- 
mands for the extra taste of some- 
thing that just seems to set off 
even the most 
sumptuous meal. 

Of course, if 
the youngsters 
get wise to the 
presence of a 
package of dried 
fruits in the pan- 
try, I won't have 
many left to stew 
—that’s how pop- 
ular these fruity 
morsels are in al- 
most any state.

Sister Mary developed an ap- 
petite for dried fruit dishes, it is 
possible that you need to try some 
other way of preparing them. And 
you really should, because they not 
only are an important asset to the 
diet, but they provide needed nour- 
ishment at minimum cost. In other 
words, they represent economy in 
fruits, 

LONG, SLOW COOKING NEEDED 

All must be cooked long and 
slowly to soften the skin, 

To bring out their fullest flavor 
prunes, soaked over night in cold 
water, should be simmered below 
the boiling point for three or four 
hours, then allowed to stand for 
five or six hours, Sugar should be 
added before removing from the 
fire only long enough to complete- 
ly melt it. ’ 

Raisins and figs can be stewed 
in a little water until tender to 
make a good sauce to use over rice 
and cornstarch puddings. 

For sandwich fillings, dates, figs, 
raisins and prunes can be finely 
chopped and combined with cottage 
cheese or with cream cheese, Or 
the chopped fruits may be mois- 
tened with orange or lemon juice. 

Steamed figs served in their own 
juice or with cream make an ac- 
ceptable dessert for children, 

Many salads are improved by 
the addition of raisins or prunes. 

Steamed fig pudding uses biscuit 
crumbs to splendid advantage. It's 
quite rich, so serve it some evening
